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The present invention concerns the application of a paint. 

The application of certain paints on a vertical substrate poses particular problems when 
the paint contains heavy loads that tend to sediment or when the surfaces being painted cannot be 
immobilized for a long enough time to ensure complete drying of the paint. This is the case, for 
example, for the painting of elevators when these are in service. 

The present invention is aimed at providing a process that makes it possible to avoid 
these difficulties and that is suitable for the application of any paint. 

In accordance with the invention, the paint is applied to a support sheet on which the 
paint adheres in a detachable manner, the paint is allowed to harden on the support sheet, and, 
then, the paint film thus obtained is transferred to the face of the substrate being protected or 
decorated after having coated this face and / or the film with an adhesive product. 

The temporary support sheet is detached either before applying the film to the substrate 
or, preferably, after having applied the film to the substrate. 

Preferably used as temporary support is siliconized, smooth or grainy paper. 

The choice of the adhesive used depends essentially on the nature of the substrate. 

Preferably, the following adhesives are used: 

on aluminum, a phenolic resin - based adhesive; 

on sheet metal, a neoprene type of adhesive that will stay flexible and will follow 
the movements of the substrate; 

on plaster and wood, an adhesive based on resins of the polyester type, either 
emulsifiable or non-emulsifiable. 

The invention is not limited to the choice of a particular adhesive. 

The invention makes it possible to realize the paint film, in a workshop or factory, in 
ideal conditions that the user cannot realize. 

The invention is not limited to a particular choice of paint, but it offers a special 
advantage for paints that would be difficult to apply under good conditions to a vertical substrate. 
A case of this type is that of a paint containing a load of silica (sand, for example). 

The invention makes it possible to apply this paint to a support sheet arranged 
horizontally, this is, under ideal conditions, and then to transfer the hardened film to a vertical 
substrate - for example, a wall. 
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The support sheet is preferably paper, but also envisioned is a cloth that is suitably treated 
by, for example, coating it with a silicone base so that the film is detachable from the cloth. 



CLAIMS 

L Process for the application of a paint to a substrate, characterized in that the paint is 
applied to a support sheet on which the paint adheres in a detachable manner, the paint is allowed 
to harden on the support sheet, and, then, the paint film thus obtained is transferred to the face of 
the substrate being protected or decorated after having coated this face and / or the film with an 
adhesive product. 

2. Process in accordance with Claim 1 s characterized in that the temporary support sheet is 
detached before applying the film to the substrate. 

3. Process in accordance with Claim 1 . characterized in that the temporary support sheet is 
detached after having caused the film to adhere to the substrate. 

£ Process in accordance with one of Claims 1 to 3, characterized in that the paint is applied 

to the horizontally arranged sheet and that the paint film is transferred to a vertical substrate. 

5^ As a new industrial product, a support sheet covered with a detachable paint film. 

& Product in accordance with Claim 5, characterized in that the support sheet is siliconized 

paper. 

7. Product in accordance with Claim 4 or 5, characterized in that the film contains a load of 
silica. 

8_, Application of a process in accordance with one of Claims 1 to 4 and / or of a product in 
accordance with one of Claims 5 to 7 for painting a vertical wall, particularly the wall of an 
elevator.
